The application has been amended as follows: 

The opening of claim 1 has been amended to read: "A device for the inspection of a 
rotating surface" from "A device for the inspection of one or more a rotating surface" to clear up 
faulty language. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-11 and 13-are are allowed in view of the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1 and 13, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails 

to disclose or render obvious a device and method for the inspection of a rotating surface, in 

combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

With more specific regard to the claims, the applicant's arguments in response to the 

previous Office Action give detailed reasons for the allowability of the claims over the prior art. 

In particular, the prior art fails to reveal an evaluation unit for determining the velocity of a 

defect on the surface from the shifted frequency and from this velocity the position of the defect 
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on the surface, in combination with all elements and limitations, and in combination with any 
analogous method steps, in the rest of the claims.
